Here are responses for Business Improvement Areas (BIAs) in Seattle: 

1 . There are 9 BIAs in Seattle, with 1 more at City Council now and 2 more circulating petitions. 

2. Petitions representing 60% of the assessment (weighted to individual assessments) are required to launch the 
Council process. 

3. Washington State law allows BIAs for "businesses and multifamily residential or mixed-use projects." This means residential 
properties with four or more units. In most (not all) BIAs in Seattle, residential properties do pay into BIA assessments, often with 
assessments limited to a maximum per unit to balance residential values and benefits with commercial values and benefits. 

4. There is no maximum term for BIAs. Several existing BIAs are in perpetuity; others have 5- or 10-year terms. 

5. The City of Seattle offers grant programs (through the departments of Economic Development and Neighborhoods) that are well 
suited to BIA-funded programs. These same granting programs are also used to help fund BIA creation. Most BIAs apply for and 
receive some funding from these programs. 

6. BIAs in Seattle are managed by nonprofits. Some are single-purpose BIA organizations; others have multiple programs and funding 
sources. Each BIA has a Ratepayers Advisory Board that prepares annual budgets and work plans for City review. 

7. The City's Office of Economic Development provides assistance in creating BIAs, as well as training and professional networking for 
existing BIAs. The Department of Finance and Administrative Services prepares and administers BIA legislation, as well as collection 
of individual BIA assessments and disbursements. 

8. The Office of Economic Development has 3 positions dedicated to BIA support. The Department of Finance and Administrative 
Services as about 2.5 positions dedicated to BIA administration. 

9. City Staff positions assigned to BIAs: At Economic Development; Director of Office of Economic Development; Business Policy 
Advisor; Business Districts Manager. At Finance and Administrative Services: City Treasurer; Accounting Tech II; Systems Analyst 

10. How is infrastructure investment on public right of way tracked and/or measured within BID zones? 

Outcomes, including public investment, are reported by the BIA annually through a separate City Economic Development grant 
program called Only In Seattle, which most BIAs participate in.

If you are interested, the City of LA has 39 BIDs with 5 addn'l close to completion.We require 50% weighted 
petition level before the matter is considered Council (State law) on parcels zoned commercial, residential is 
excluded with an initial 5 year maximum term and renewals for 10 year maximum. The City of LA does not 
allocate funds for the BIDs except for City parcels located within the BID. Non profit corporations manage the day 
to day administration of the BIDs via a contract with the City. Currently, the Neighborhood and Business 
Improvement District Program is located in the Office of the City Clerk and discussions have been underway to 
move it to the Economic and Workforce Development Department. We have a staff of 12 (2 administrators, 2 
BID Analysts - directly monitor BIDs and their contracts, 3 - Property Research - research property information 
databases for assessments and review assessment methodology and amounts, 3 Accounts Receivable - invoice 
BIDs and assist with notice/ballot mailouts and 2 Accounts Payable - accounting and assessment disbursement) 
responsible for all aspects of the program. We do not tract investments (public nor private), BIDs take 18 months 
to 24 months for initial establishment and approximately 1 year for renewal. We have the LA BID Consortium 
which meets once per month.
